Red Claim of U.N. Victory 
Could Turn into Boomerang 
Nixon, Kennedy 
Resume Debabe 


Jack Denies Silence ^ ’er Aka 
On Rights Question ^ ™ ? *

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (AP) 
—The United States is hurting a 
bit from its brush with the neu­ 
tralists, but the Communists are 
premature in jubilantly claiming 
a victory. 
This jubilation could boomerang 
and help turn an apparent Ameri­ 
can setback into another Commu­ 
nist defeat. 
The Communists are in a poor 
position during this session of the 
U.N. General Assembly to point 
with pride. They grabbed eagerly 
at the neutralis s’ disappointment 
with the United States and made 


it plain to all in the Assembly 
that they feel triumphant about 
it. 
This looks like a major Com­ 
munist mistake. 
The Soviet bloc may i m p r e s s 
the 
original five 
neutralist 
na­ 
tions, who sponsored the proposal 
for a meeting of President Eisen­ 
hower and Premier Khrushchev, 
with claims of an American de­ 
feat. But they are doing some­ 
thing else. 
The Asian and African nations 
who voted along wi h the neutral­ 
ists 
are passionately jealous of 
their position of independence be­ 
tween toe two great power blocs, 


Communist and Western. 
By jumping for joy and crying 
victory, the Communists turned a 
spotlight on themselves and prob­ 
ably aroused misgivings among 
the Africans. 
These African nations are in no 
mood to be claimed by the Com­ 
munists as 
allies in 
a 
victory 
against the United States. They 
saw what went on in the former 
Belgian Congo from the momenl 
of its independence. They took due 
note of Soviet interference there. 
They 
proved their attentiveness 
by overwhelming s u p p o r t of 
Sccretary-G; neral Dag Ham^ar- 
skjold’s activities there to store 
order in t.ie face of violent Soviet- 
Communist attack. 
The five so-called neutral na­ 
tions who sponsored the U S.-So­ 
viet summit resolution have act­ 
ed somewhat less than neutrally 
on many an issue. President Tito 
of Yugoslavia, maverick Commu­ 
nist though he may be, has gone 
down the line all the way for So­ 
viet 
proposals 
at 
this 
session. 
Kwame Nkrumah of Ghana has 
indicated more than a little sym- 
thay for t*'e 
Communist a*-m- 
meet in the Congo. Carnal Abdel 
Nasser of the United Arab Re­ 
public is deeply involved with the 
U S S R, and often has exhibited 
hositility to the West. President 
Sukarno of Indonesia is being ad­ 
vised by the chief of the Indones­ 
ian Communist party who traveled 
to the United States with him. 
Prime Minister Nehru of India 
supports the Communists on the 
issue of Red China’s membership 
and 
some others, 
although the 
West considers him basically a 
friend.

Panel To Question 
Poir on Foreign, 
Domestic Issues 


WASHINGTON (AP) -T h e Re- 
publican 
and 
Democratic presi­ 
dential rivals meet tonight in the 
second round of their televised de­ 
bate, with indications it will 
be 
livelier than the first one. 
Both Democrat John F. Ken­ 
nedy and Republican Richard M. 
Nixon were relaxing here today 
before 
the 
hour-long 
session 
scheduled for 7:30 p.m. Eastern 
Daylight Time. 
Since they first met before the 
TV 
cameras 
and 
radio 
micro­ 
phones on Sept. 26, both candi- 
dates have gotten down to more 
rough-and-tumble politicking than 
they did before the first round 
which many critics called a kid- 
gloves affair. 
Some of the tougher tactics are 
expected to show up as the two 
square off in a television studio 
setting designed 
“to suggest a 
feeling of warmth and comfort.” 
The candidates will be ques­ 
tioned by a panel of four newsmen 
on both foreign and domestic is­ 
sues, There will be no formal 
opening statements, as there were 
in the first debate. 
Replies to 
questions will be limited to 2Va 
minutes. 
The debate will originate in the 
big NBC studio here and will be 
carried by the three TV networks 
and four major radio networks. 
Kennedy will be on the left of 
the screen, Nixon on the right—as 
they were in the first debate in 
Chicago. Between them will be 
Frank McGee, an NBC newsman 
who will be moderator. They will 
be seated at a large desk which 
curves outward Uke a widespread 
horseshoe arrangement. 
Nixon and Kennedy will step to 
nearby lecterns to answer ques­ 
tions. The lecterns will be cov­ 
ered by grass cloth, like that cov­ 
ering the curved wall in the back­ 
ground.

But 
com m unist aid w*ent only to 20 nations 
selected by the reds for their susceptibil­ 
ity to com m unist penetration. 
Of free world aid since 1954, the United 
States contributed all but $6 billion sup­ 
plied by Britain. France. C a n a d a Austral­ 
ia. Japan and West G erm any. 
United Nations officials contend that the

need for international aid has barely been 


touched — that the underdeveloped n a ­ 
tions could use at I e a s t 570 billion more 
during the 1960s in loans, g ia n ts and pri­ 
vate inve stm e nts 
This is of course an 
arbitrary figure that could as easily have 
been set at SIT billion or SITO billion. 


But foreign aid would be extended with 
m ore hope of worthwhile results if the do­ 
nating nations of the West, principally the 
United States, had controls over its spend­ 
ing that assured steady gains for national 
e conom ies and the p r o g r e s s of free 
world policies. In som e lands, unfortunate- 
lv, the c o m m u n ists see m to get m ore m ile­ 
age out of their fewer dollars because of 
their greater infiltration and propaganda 
skills.

Grow up in the south and you’re 
likely to grow nostalgic about a 
certain sort of breakfast. 
Listen to a friend of ours, long a 
New York resident, but horn and 
bred in a small town in Mississippi. 
“When I was a boy nobody had to 
get me up rn the morning once *o- 
matoes were on 
the 
vines. 
One 
bound out of bed and I was down 
the s t a i r s, poking my h e a cl 
around the kitchen door, making 
sure the frying pan on top of our 
big black istove was filled ana rea­ 
dy. 
“ Fried green tomatoes and grits 
weekday mornings Fried red to­ 
matoes with scrambled eggs and 
bacon Sundays either way, green 
or red, the tomatoes were always 
cooked 
crispy. 
Highly 
seasoned, 
too, with lots of salt 
and 
black 
pepper. I’d still r a t h e r eat fried 
tomatoes than anything else I can 
think of for breakfast.” 
We still have to taste fried green 
tomatoes with 
grits, 
but 
w e’re 
ready to celebrate the other com­ 
bination. There’s something just 
right a b o u t the cream y bland­ 
ness of scrambled eggs and the 
tang of crisp b a c o n with ripe red 
tomatoes fried so their innards are 
sweet and j u i c v, their outside 
golden brown. 
But don’t think you can make 
hard and fast rules about how to 
achieve the crispy effect. Cooks 


have s t r o n g convictions about 
how- the sliced tomatoes should be 
coated. One s c h o o l of thought 
insists on fine dry bread crumbs. 
Another on cracker crumbs. An­ 
other on cornmeal. And still an­ 
other on flour. 
Snmp .cooks also advise beating 
an egg with a little water and dip­ 
ping the tomato slices in it before 
they go into the dry coating. 
Then there’s another m atter to 
debate. What fat should go into the 
skillet for frying? Some cooks use 
only bacon drippings whether or 
not the tomatoes are served with 
bacon. Others advise nothing but 
the best butter. Still o t h e r s say 
the tomatoes must be fried in lard 
or other shortening. 
How about sugar? Some cooks 
scorn it, saying the tomatoes are 
sweet enough. O t h e r s say it’s a 
must. But should it be white or 
brown7 
Finally the last decision. Should 
the tomatoes be accompanied by 
cream gravy? 
If 
sauce 
is 
the 
choice, it’s made after the tom a­ 
toes are cooked and removed from 
the skillet, with flour usually add­ 
ed to the drippings in the pan plus 
cream or milk.
